Such sand* 
are found In the neighborhood of Man- 
chester, N. H., which is somewhat fa- 
mous for them, and they occur »hw on 
Kauai, one of the islands of the Ha- 
waiian group. The "bavlUn* Mnd«" of 
Kaual form large conical dunes along 
the shore, somo ot them as ninch a» 
seventy feet In height and as tn* 
grains roll down tbe slope, Impelled 
by tbe wind, they emit a carious sound 
that I* not unlike tbe muffled barking 
of a dog. 
In tbe Colorado desert, often de- 


scribed as tbe hottest spot on earth, 
which Js so celebrated for Its extra- 
ordinary and deceptive, .ttiirages.' sim- 
ilar sands occur In hills which, being of 
a Don-sedentary disposition, ar* con- 
tinually traveling hither and thither 
over the vast plain of clay. Of coarse, 
it in thtf wind that moves them, and tbe 
sillclous particles of which they are 
composed give out, when a strong 
breeze is blowing, an audible bumming 
or singing sound. 
By examining these particles under a 


magnifying glass It has been ascer- 
tained that nearly all of theto are per- 
fectly sperical, so that they roll upon 
eac'b other In response, to the slightest 
impulses. This accounts for the rapid- 
Ity with which the hills travel over 
the desert. As for the singing, the 
reason is by no means so obvious, but 
tbe theory now accepted is that It haa 
something to do with an exceedingly 
thin Him of gns covering the grain*. 
By And by. if the sand is gathered and 
taken away, it loses its vocal proper- 
ties.

The singing sands of the island of 


Kauai are perhaps the most remark- 
able of all. When a small quantity of 
them is taken np and chipped smartly 
ibetwecu the hands It glw*; out a spund 
so shrill as to be described as a noofc 
Again. If a shovelful be put into a bag 
and slammed about with violence the 
barking noise becomes surprisingly 
loud. 
The Hawaiian natives believe 


that the sounds are made by the ghosts 
of dead people, the dunes haviuf been 
used since time immemorial as burial 
places.— Baltimore Sun. _

ilar sands occur In hills which, being of 
a non-sedentary disposition, are con- 
tinually traveling hither and thither 
over the vast plain of clay. Of course, 
it is the wind that moves them, and tbe 
Kfliclotts particles of which they are 
composed give out, when a strong 
breeze In blowing, an audible bumming 
or singing sound. 


By examining these particles under a 


magnifying glass it bas been ascer- 
tained tbat nearly all of them are per- 
fectly sperical, so that they roll upon 
each other in response, jp tbe slightest 
impulses. This accounts for tbe rapid*

At alt times 
cats generally prefer to have the milk 
slightly warmed, but. of course, not 
bot. 
Both meat and fish should be 


thoroughly •cooked before being given 
to cate, and the bones should be re- 
moved from tbe fleh. Oatmeal t* good 
for them, but should be well cooked 
i'or several hours. It Is a good plan t» 
mix oatmeal and sometimes rice with 
fish.
